HUSBAND AND SON 


SLAIN TO CONCEAL 


ASSAULT ON WIFE 


Lonely Road in Kansas Is Scene 


of Attack on Woman and 


Brutal Triple Murder 


FRONTENAC, Kas., 
Nov. 27.--A lonety road a mile north 


cf here was the scene of a triple murder and an assault on 
a woman some time last night. The dead are Mr. and Mrs. 
William Bork, Germans, of Frontenac, and their son two 
and one*-half years old. 


The attack on Mrs. Bork is the supposed motive of the 


fcrime. Bork presumably was killed while trying to defend 
*his wife. 


The child probably was slain because 
the 
murderer 


[wished to silence him or feared he had been recognized by 
the little one. 
Bodies of Victims Are Found by Searchers 


Mr. and Mrs. Bork and their child were- last seen alive last' 


night when they started to drive home to Frontenac from the home 
of Mrs. Bork's mother at a point two miles in the country. 


This morning the Berks' horse and buggy were found standing 


in the roadway at a deserted spot. 


In the bottom of the buggy was discovered the body of the child 


with a bullet wound in its head. 


Hastily pursuing their investigation, the searchers came across 


the body of Bork lying in the middle of the road some distance 
away. He had been shot once in the head and twice in the body. 


A trail through the dust plainly led the searchers to a corn- 


field, a hundred feet away, where they found the body of the woman. 
. 
An assault had been committed upon her and then she had been 


shot through the heart. Mr. Bork had fought 'hard. 


esperate Struggle for His Wife's Honor 


Along the trail to the cornfield were found the slippers she had 
i, ribbons from her hair and her cloak. There had been a des- 


irate struggle in the field. 


It is supposed that Bork was the first to be killed. The indica- 


ns were that he had been shot as he sat in the buggy and that 
fell from his seat to the road. 


Two bullets evidently were fired into his body after he fell. 


Another bullet then ended the life of the child. 


Coroner Dudley, Sheriff Merriweather and County Attorney 


Wooley hurried here from Pittsburg. The bodies were brought 
into town and an inquest held this afternoon. Bloodhounds were 
sent for and will be used in an effort to trace the slayer who left 
no clue.

Justifies Executions 


The following copyrighted dispatch" appeared this morning 


in all of the Hearst papers throughout the country: 


"MANAGUA, Nicaragua, November 26, 1909. 


"Honorable William R. Hearst, San Francisco, California: 


"As proprietor of many daily papers of large circulation I un- 


derstand you are always willing to hear both sides of any mo- 
mentous issue. I therefore desire to explain to the American 
people through your impartial journals the grave motive of my 
government for executing the Americans, Cannon and Groce, to 
counteract the effect of international false reports given by the 
enemies of my government. 


"The revolutionists occupied a strong position at the mouth 


of the river San Juan with a view to blowing up the steamers 
conveying government troops. One mine was exploded near the 
steamer Diamante, which had five hundred soldiers on board. 
Cannon and Groce were captured in the act and confessed volun- 
tarily their guilt. They were tried by court-martial, were given 
every legal privilege to introduce an ample defense, and sen- 
tence was pronounced according to military code. 


"Cannon had taken part in various revolutions in 1907. The 


government of Honduras pardoned hii.fi on express condition 
that he would abstain in future from Central American civil 
troubles. When Cannon and Groce were captured they were 
serving as officers with the revolutionists.

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Intercollegiate Football Record. 


American intercollegiate-football is responsible 


for the killing of thirty players, the seriously 
maiming of nearly threerfnmdred and the less seri- 
ously injuring of nearly«a thousand participants in 
the game throughout the -United States during«the 
season just closed. 
California added one to the 


list of fatalities, onetof those-taking part in a game 
played at Davisville, Yolo county, on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day being killed. All of the fatalities and seri- 
ous injuries.occurred in the»mass plays which have 
been made the chief feature of intercollegiate foot- 
ball by the American Intercollegiate Rules Com- 
mittee which is composed of a number of profes- 
sional coaches-ivho have been drawing big annual 
salaries from the leading universities of the coun- 
try out of wbat is*professedly amateur non-pro- 
fessional sport. 


The deadly record" of the .past-season should be 


enough in itself to condemn intercollegiate foot- 
ball for all time, so»long- as any form of mass play- 
ing is retained in it. It is in this part of the game 
that the opportunity is afforded to "put out" a 
rival player, for in thesmass plays everything that 
is done on the field is obscured completely from 
the vision of spectators and officers in charge of 
the field. Crushing, slugging, mauling and kick- 
ing the man holding the ball are indulged in ad 
libitum under the screen of the massed players 
until he is in a condition to be» carried off the field 
dead or unconscious*or otherwise hors du'tombat. 
If the fatalities and" injuries received in every 
sport fostered in the country—horse-racing, prize- 
fighting, polo, yachting, rowing, etc.—were com- 
bined for the-whole year the result would be in- 
finitely lower-than this-year's short season of in- 
tercollegiate football. The gridiron has become 
a veritable slaughter-horse, and public protest is 
loud and strong against its further toleration. 


At a convention of the School Superintendents 


of Indiana recently held,,it-vvas decided to prepare 
a bill to be presented to*the State Legislature for_ 
adoptipn, prohibiting the playing of the American 
intercollegiate football game in that State under 
prescribed penalties. The .great number of fatali- 
ties and serious injuries to players in the eastern 
intercollegiate contests this season has excited 
throughout the eastern States widespread opposi- 
tion to its further toleration. Even Walter Camp 
anil his associated college.coaches on the National 
Rules Committee have grown alarmed over the 
protests which are being made all over the -coun- 
try against the brutalities fostered in the mass 
plays, and Camp has come out with a»statement to 
the effect that he thinks the rules can be amended 
*.o relieve the sport of its greatest dangers to life 
and limb. But the Chicago Record-Herald and 
other influential eastern newspapers outspokenly 
declare that the mass plays must be eliminated in 
toto or the sport abolished, which.seems to faith- 
fully express popular sentiment everywhere as 
the result of this season's experiences.

The cigar and cigarette manufacturers of the 


eastern and southern States are said to be protest- 
ing loudly against 
the Philippine government 


guaranteeing the perfect sanitary conditions under 
which Manila cigars and cigarettes are manufac- 
tured and the purity of their contents, all exports 
to the United States bearing a government label to 
that effect. 
If the eastern and southern tobacco 


manufacturers want to put themselves on an equal 
footing with the insular manufacturers they must 
induce Congress to pass a law providing for gov- 
ernment inspection of the sanitary conditions of 
their factories and officially vouch for the purity 
of their goods. 


The trouble with the domestic tobacco manu- 


facturers is that the-great majority of them pay 
no attention to the sanitation of their factories. 
Nor are they particular about the purity of the 
conrents of their cigars, cigarettes and stogies. 
Many cigars and stogies sold in the market may 
contain some genuine tobacco in/them; but any 
one who has smoked a cigar manufactured of 
pure tobacco will fight shy of many of the brands 
which are in the market claiming to be made of 
genuine tobacco leaf. 


The Philippine tobacco manufacturers have 


started a campaign of education among American 
smokers which it would be well for American 
manufacturers to emulate. If any one has a right 
to make any kind of protest it is the consumers of 
alleged tobacco stock whose contents is adulter- 
ated and manufactured under questionable sani- 
tary conditions. Genuine Manila cigars are pop- 
ular with American smokers, because they are un- 
questionably made of pure tobacco leaf and be- 
cause the government guarantees that they have 
been manufactured under perfectly sanitary con- 
ditions and cannot, therefore, be vehicles for the 
distribution of disease of any kind.

Moreton Frewen, the British champion of bi- 


metalism, is again in America pleading for the 
remonetization of silver. He argues that restoring 
silver to its former monetary status will help Brit- 
ish trade with India.

Why should the 
American people be asked to alter their coinage 
laws and disrupt their financial system to help 
British trade?

New Canals on Mats. 


The assertion of Professor Campbell, director 


of Lick Observatory, that neither atmosphere, nor 
moisture, nor intelligent life or life in any form 
exists on the planet Mars, and that it is a dead 
world like the Moon, has not been favorably re- 
ceived by other astronomers. Professor Campbell 
asserted that the markings on the face of the rud- 
dy planet which Schiaparelli discovered and out- 
.ined, and the presence of which have been since 
frequently confirmed by other astronomers, were 
not the work of intelligent beings and that the so- 
called snow caps were not caused by the congeal- 
ing of vapor or that there was any evidence of the 
existence of an atmosphere which would imply 
the co-existence of moisture. Moreover, he as- 
serted that the so-called canals were disappearing 
as the result of some natural physical changes 
which were taking place in Mars. 


Incidentally Professor Campbell was taking isr 


sue with Professor Percival Lowell, the director 
of the Lowell Observatory at Flagstaff, Arizona, 
who has made Mars a special study for years, and 
as a result, he drew the conclusion that the canals 
were produced by intelligent life. 


Now, the announcement is made that Professor 


Lowell has discovered three or four new canals 
formed, in addition to the others previously noted 
and mapped, which gives apparent proof of new 
evidences of activity among the Martians, and 
controverts Campbell's theory that a great cata- 
clysm has recently occurred on the planet which 
has destroyed any life it may have previously sus- 
tained, if any existed. And Lowell's observations 
are also, at this time, being confirmed by the ob- 
servations of Professor Camille Flammarion', the 
noted Italian astronomer, who, instead of finding 
signs of destruction in the alleged recent upheav- 
als on the planet, found, also, signs of new intelli- 
gent activity there in the construction of 
great new engineering works. 
\Ve may 


know positively whether Mars is inhabited or not, 
but Lowell says in defense of his theory of the 
existence of life: 


"These canals look to us like signs of intelligent, 


purposeful work, rather than natural markings. 
The radical view is that they are sure signs of in- 
telligent activity and that human beings exist on 
Mars, but all we can say is that there seems to be 
a probability that these new canals show that 
there is life up there."

On August 16 the San Francisco 


police began a search for Gordan, it 
having been reported that he passed 
a fictitious check on A Jacobs, a 
tailor 
A \lslt to the Marian apart- 
ments, 2159 Mission street, resulted 
in the dlsco\ery not only of Gordan, 
but of Mrs Tompkins 
Mrs Tomp- 
kins spoke at that time of having: 
been "hounded by her husband ' un- 
til sha 
found a more Interesting 


companion in Gordan 
She became 
penitent after a weeks reflection and 
on August 27 rejoined her husband 
making the declaration 
to friends 
and reporters that she and her hus- 
band were nearer together as a re 
suit of her escapade with the former 
convict
